When Reija Matsumoto created 


Space Battleship Yamato for 
Japanese television in 
October of 1974, he took the 
cartoon concept of the 
Japanese Manga, comics read 
by the young, and elevated 
it to literature. He shook 
the Japanese animation 
industry by introducing 
character development, 
unheard of in cartoons, both 
in the U.S. and Japan. In 
Chicago the show is known as 
STARBLAZERS and is on Monday 
through Friday at 7:30 AM on 


_Channel 66. 
In the future, earth is 
under attack by Gamalons, 
space aliens, when ae ship 
from World War II suddenly 
re-appears -- the Yamato, 


and is re-fitted as a space 
battleship. My research 
into the ship led me to 
another appreciation.

A combined bomb and 
torpedo attack finally sank 
the flagship on April 7, 
1945, with all on board going 
down with the ship. At the 
conclusion of the war, World 
War II history is carefully 
censored in Japan to appease 
those abroad. 
Then comes the cartoon. 
Guess what? In STARBLAZERS, 
and the Yamato series in 
Japan (which encompasses 
theatrical releases and 10 
years of television shows), 
everyone dies violently 
fighting the alien invader. 
Have the Japanese found the 
way to re-tell this admitted- 
ly heroic story of World War 
II?
